QUAY FAILED TO COME.

The Silent Senator DNd Not Get to Pltts-
borg — Several of His Friends Came,
Though, and Go Away Disappointed—
He'll Be on Band Next Wesk,

United States Senator M. 8 Quay did
not arrive in Pittshurz yesterday morning
as he was scheduled to da.  His lientenants
and political followers from all over the
Siate did arrive, however, and the failure of
Sepator Quay to meet them according to
arrangemwent was to them at legst n bitter
disappointment. Ex-State Treasurer’Boyer
and Colonel John A. Glean came in from
Philadelphin just to see Quay. Jobn R.
Byroe, Chairman of the Republican Com-
mittee of Fayette county, aml James 8
Beacom, Chairman of the Republican Com-
mittee of Westmoreland county, came to
Pittsburg and waited sbhout the Duquesne
Hotel most of the dax, but both denied that
they had come to the city to =ee the silent
Senator. Republican leaders from Wash-
ington, Merorr, Lawrenes, Indiana, Arm-
strong, Jefferson and other Western Penn-
srlvania esunties erowded the hiotel lnbbies
all day. Each in turn asked for Ssnator
Qnay, but when informed that the Senator
had not vet arrived, ench assumed an air of
disanpointment and in turn each assured
the other that they had not come to Pitts
hurz to see Quay, but had decided to eall
upnn him if they had been fortunate enongh
to find him.

All Were Notifiod to Be Hern,

Senator Quav had notified his followers
in thic pnd of the State to meet him at the
Hotel Duquesne yesterday. It was the
Sonator's purpose to come to this eity from
Waskinzton early vesterday morning. The
nizht previous he telegraphed to ane of his
mast intimate friends in  this city that he
waould arrive here over the DBaltimore and
Ohio Railroad shortly after 6 o'clock vester-
day momning. His friend awaited bis com-
ingat the train specified, but to no pur-
{mco. C. L. Magee did arrive home from

Vashington on the train upon which Sen-
ator Quay wns expeeted  Mr Magee had
left Senator Quay in Washington, but he
would give no reason for the Senator's fail-
ure to kesp hic encavements here,

The presence in the city of Colonel Glenn
and ex-Treasurer lover eatisfied the loeal
politicians that Senator Quay intended
eoming here and that he had arranged for
same sort of a political canference when he
got here, but all of them wera at a loss to
know just what had detained him,

A rumor was cirenlated early in the after-
noon that the Senstor had quietly passed
throngh Pitisburz and was at his home at
A dnzen or more politicians st
once  telephoned to  Beaver, and
in response 1o inguiries were in-
formed that Senntor Quay wis not at
his home and was not expected there until
the latter part of next week. Later in the
a‘ternoon it was learned positively that
Senator Quay had not left Washington, but

Loxpox, May 6. —Presiding to-day’'at a
meeting of the Grand Habitation of the Prim-
rose League, in Covent Garden Theater,
Lord Salisbury said:

Home rule would place a hostile island on
our flank and sabject to inflnite damaze
and to disgraceful abandonment tlose in
Ireland who have ever Jought for our cause.

He claimeid that his promises of six years
ago that Ireland would be pacified by giv-
ing generous consideration to her material
wants and a firm, impartial and continuous
administration of the luw had been ful-
filled.

The spirit of disorder has gradoally cowed
botore the splrit of the lnw. Peaco has so
restored [reland that boycotting no longer
exists, Still, there are men in Ireland who
have resolved toundo this work and place
the spirit of lawlessness nbove the splrit of
the law. [Cries of shame.]

Fralso for Parnell’'s Power,

Mr. Parnell, on whom, now gone, I do not
wish to pass any criticism, was undoubtedly
& much more formiuvable opponent than any

TO ATTACK CARACAS.

A Nephew, of Ex-President Panl Brings
somea Definite duformation.

New Yorg, May 6.—[Special ]J—J. M.
Paul, a nephew of Dr. Rajas Paul, ex-Pres-
ident of Venezueln and an ardent advoeate
of the revolutionary pariy, arrived here to-
day, on the steamship Venerneln. He was
met at the pier by General Tocta Garcia,
whao was recently banished by order of the
dictaror, General Palacio.

Senor Paul had been eonfined for two
months, with about 200 other revolutionists,
in o prison in Caracas. The prison was fast
filling with Crespo’s sympathizers, and, to
make room for the new arrivals, it was de-
cided to banish the most dangerous of the
old prisoners.  Manv were sent to Trinidad.
Senor Paul was escorted from Caracas to
Laguayra, and put aboard the Venezuela
He was told he would be shot if he reap-
peared in the country.

Crespo's forees, Senor Paul said, would not
exceed 10,000 nen altogether. He would
probably have 6,000 when attacking Cara-
eas, which he contemplated doing, Senor
Paul said, very soon, tore the Vineruela
lett Lagunyra it was reported that a fixht
had taken pluce between the forces under
Casanos and the revolutionists under
Crespo, in which the army of Casanos was
defeated. Tt was rumored that Cusnnos had
been captured, but this was not eonfirmed.

He is of the opin-
100 that intoxieating drinks eannot be sold in
Midway Plaisance. but that Jackson Park
is not within the prohibition distriet of
Hyde Park. Lawyer John P. Wilson, who
was called to give an apinion on the same
subject, agrees with Lawyer Carlisle as far
as the Midway Plaisance is concerned,

After these opinions had been lgid be-
fore the Grounds and Buildings Committee
yesterday the directors wanted the lawyers
to tell them how the Jaw could be dodgea.
Attorney Carlisle advised the directors to
abandon the idea of allowing the sale of
liquors on Midway Plaisunce, and to confine
the restaurants to Jackson Park.

ANARCHISTS STILL ACTIVE

made to-day to blow up & railway bridge at
Steepbecque, near Arras A mysterious
explosion occurred in the kitchen of a
hotel in Boubaix to-day. Just before the
explosion a cook hed put conls on the fire,
and it is supposed that there was a cartridze
in the coals. The range was destrayed and
-the contents of the kitchen were smashed to
pieces,

At the police examination of the Anar.
chist prisoners at Liegeto-day, Beanjean con-
tessed that himself, Moinean and Wolf stole
a quantity of Favier powder and used it in
connection with eartridges to blow up St
Murtin's Chureh and Count Minette's resi-
dence. An explosion occurred to-duy at
Allenr, a village a short distance irom
Liege, but fortunately, beyond the shatter-
ing of windows, no damage was done. Some-
one placed two cartridges on a window sill
of the honse ot the Burgomaster of Alleur,
bnt for some resson o::‘l_v one of them ex-
ploded. A German Auarchist has been ar-
rested charged with having caused the ex-
plosion.

Wanted to Kill the Minister of Justice.

Paxis, May 6. —Some time ago a man
named Godrot was fined by n magistrate for
some trifling offense. He applied to the
Minister of Justice for u remission of the
fine, but his apoplication was denied. To~
day Godrod appeared at the Ministry of
Justice and wanted to see the Minister.
He was refused admission, whereupon he
drew urevolver and shot the sentry at the
door, inflicting quite  severe wound. God-
rot was arrested. He said he came from the
CQhatean Thierry, and that he intended to
kill the Minister of Justice.

Resignations Not Yet Accepted—Italians’
Inordinate Love for Office.

Rome, May 6. —Marguis di Budini an-
nounced the resignation of the Cabinet in
the Chamber of Deputies to-day. King
Humbert, he added, reserved his decision
in the matier, and in the meantime the
present Ministers would continue in office.
The resiguation is due to the refusal yester-
dav of the Chawmber of Deputies to adopt 8
vote of confidence in the Government's
financial poliey, which included s heavy re.
duotion in the eredits to be devoted to mili-
tary and naval expenditures,

It is well known that the finances of Ttaly
are in & very bad way, and in some quarters
this condition of aflairs is attributed solely
to the expenses incurred in maintaining
ltaly's place in the Triple Alliance. DBut
this is not alone the reason; there Is another
form of extravagance that is not peculiar to
Italy alone. This is the irrational number
of employes in all the departmentsof the
Government. Ttalians have a ion for
public employ, and a vast number of elerks,
ete., might be dispensed with and much
mnm:iy saved that is now paid in salaries,

A dispateh from Paris says: The news-
paners here hail the Ttalian crisie with
great satisfaction, holding that it will hea
check to the Trinle Alliance. The Figaro
says King Humbert is ina dilemma; that
he must either disarm his army or see his
country hankrupt. The Gaulois claims the
Ttalian situntion is a triumph for the Vati-
can,

NOT OFFICIALLY NOTICED.

The Chinese Ministor Hasn't as Yet Called
for His Passport,

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Treasury
Department to-day received from the State
Department a certified copy of the new
Chinese exclusion sct. New instructions
to Coilectors of Customs, special agents and
others, whose duty it will be-to enforee the
provisions of the law, nre now being pre-
pared in the Treasury Department, and will
be issued, probably to-morrow, in the form
of a eiroular letter.  Until the new instrue-
tions are issued United States offieials will
be governed by the previous instructions on
the subject.

It was sald at the State Department, this
afternoon, that the Chinese Minister had
taken no official notice of the new Chinese
exclusion act, so far asthat Department way
advised. This refutes the report that he had
applied for passports for the membersof the
Chinese Legation with o view to the sever-
ance of diplomatioc relations with the United
States,

$70,000 MISAPPROPRIATED.

The Former President of the Bank of
Harlem Indicted and Arrested.

NEW Yorg, May 6 —Charles Pinkham,
Jr., former President of the Bank of Har-
lem, was arrested this afternoon on an in.
dictment charging him with misappropri-
ating $70,000 of the funds of the bank. The
discovery of President Pinkham’s alleged
defaleation was made when a plan of con.
solidation of the Harlem with the Hamilton
Bank was put into execution.

David F. Porter, successor to Pinkham
as President of the Bank of Harlem, said
this afternoon: “Mr, Pinkham was one of
the organizers of the Bank of Harlem. He
has a wife and five or six children. He
lived in good stylg. We do not know what
he did with the money. He borrowed
trom the bank for himself on securities
which we have found to be worthless. The
son of an ex-Alderman seems to huve bene-
fitted by these transactions, and I am free
to say t{ut were he in this country I should
have him indieted too.”

pledges of economy and reform. They
have utterly overruled the resolution
passed in the early days of the session, de-
nouncing extravagance and declaring their
belief in the policy of economical expendi-
tures. They have ridden ronghshod over
Judge Holman, Chairman of the Commitiee
on Appropriations,
For many weeks past the Democra’
leaders of the House have seen a st J}

coming, which finally broke in the Houss
yesterday and raged with inereased vio-
lence to-day. But they had no idea that
members who chafed uwnder Holman's re-
strictions would violate their party pledges
by openly advocating 8 repetition of the
legislstion of the Fifty-first Congress, as
was done when Dan Loekwood vesterday
surprised the Honse by & violent dennnera-
tion of economy and an impassioned decla-
ration in favor of liberal and uncurtailed
appropriations,

Mr. Sayres, of Texas, a prominent mem-
ber ot the Approprintions Committes, hud i
conference with Speaker Crisp, this after-
noon, and appealed to him to stem the tide
that as Mr. Savers and his friends say, is
carrying the party to destruction.

Always n Big White Elephant,

The immediate eause of the rebellion that
has taken place is the river and hurbor bill,
which has been a white elephant on the
hands of both parties for many venrs
When, several Congresses ago, the first
regular river and harbor bill wns brought
into the House wunder the escort of
Philetus Sawyer, of Wisconsin, then Chair-
man of the House Committee on Rivers and
Harbors, it earried an approprintion of £5,-
000,000. This was at the time thonght to
be an astounding sum, and Chairman Suwrer
wins warned that he would be defeated
“No, I won't,” said the sly man from Wis.
consin, “It will go through smooth as
grease, because every man inthe House who
would be apt to oppose it has been giveua
s&cle. of the pork, and has agreed to keep
. "

From that day to this the river and har-
bor bills have been put throush bLoth
Houses of Congress on the Sawyer plan.
They have II"IJI been greascd by pieces of
pork distributed among the members. This
year's bill is no exception; and, indeed, the
pork has been handed down with s more
than usually liberal hand. &

More Extravagance Than Evesr Beforn.

The river and harbor bill of the last Con-
gress broke all records sond authorized an
expenditure of $24.000,000. The present
bill, framed by a committes of a House that
has denounced that Congress and pledged iL-
self to a poliey of esconomy, will go far be-
vond that amount, and stand forth before
the country ss the most outrageously ex-
travagant measure ever framed.

The Chairman of the Hiver and Harbor
Committee, Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana,
believes the bill to be a good one and de-
fends it frankly. He has managed its en-
trance into the House very shrewdly, and
distributed the pork in such an intelligent
manner that his fellow Democrats are ready
to it over the head of Judge Holman
lu5 the other economists by an overwhelm-
ing majority.

“Pork, pork, pork!” is the ery now, just
as it has been in the past when Republican
committees framed the bills, and the pros-
pect is that the ery will keep up after tha
river and harbor bill has gone to the Senate
and the sundry eivil fortifications and other
billil are ready to be brought forward for
action.

How Mr, Eeed Pays His Allles,

So utterly demoralized have the mem-
bers of the House generally becoms under
the reckless policy of extravasnoee that
they stood by calmly vesterday and aided,
by their votes, in allowing ex-Speaker Reed
to amend the bill by increasing from §10,000
to £16,000 the appropriation for an unheard-
of river in his beloved State of Muaine.
Reed, with the aid of the Democrats, ue-
complished this over the heads of the cow-
mittee that passed the bill, and be paid his
Democratic sllies to-day by attacking Judge
Holman bitterly, and ridicoling him and
his economical friends in the House until
the Chairman of the Appropriations Com-
mittee was litemlly driven from the floor
by the laughter and jeers of his colleazues
on both sides of the chamber. All this wes
made possible becanse Demoerats had been
tempted to desert their solemn )gledgeu of
economy by a liberal distribution of
“pork.”

The appropriations, both regular and per-
manent, made during the first session of the
last Congress aggregated £463,000,000, while
those for the second session were $524,000,-
000, The appropriations so far made ut the
present session, and of the estimates given

total t of 1ner i Hability which
this House at its present session has reconi-
mended is 33,000,000,

The second sesston of the Fiftv-first Con-
gress set the pace by transferring, from tne
river and harbor bill to the sundry civil
bill, under the House rules, $13,000,000 of
contracts for the completion of river and
harbor works at Galveston, Buliimore,
Philadelphis, Hay Lake channel zud Se
Mary's river, Michigan. This Conereds has
nceepted that arravgement, and s cecom-
mended the appropriation of S814,000 for
those objeets in the sundry eivil bill, whiel
is now on the House calendar, thus reliev-
ind the river and harbor bill by that
amount, but allowing the River and |
Harbor Committee to increase its bill in
other directions.

The Grand Total Swelled Up.

Thus this arrangement, which was de-
nounced by the leading Demoerats in the
last Congress, tends to swell rather than o
decrease the sum total of appropriations |
tor such public works as rivers and barbors,

All these contracts must be rividly ful-
filled and earried out, and followiug Con-
gresses cannot evade or repudiate them.

and saloon keepers who sold whisky bave in
past years paid the tull 500,

A short time ago the local W, €, T T,
started a  erusade amainst the salvons, and
asked the Town Council togput mores re-
strictions on them. The liquoer sellers ob-
jected, saving that as it wos (hey were pur-
ng S400 o vear, $100 more then any suloon-
ist in Datroit, for the privilege of continu-
ing in bnsiness.  _As the law provides for no
£400 liccuse considerable comment wns
caused, with the resalc that it was diseov-
ered that the saloonizts had made an ar-
rangement with the Town Couneil a year
ago by which they ecould sell whisky onn
beer license.  Each saloonist paid the Coun-
¢il $164, in return for which the town agresd
not to prosecite eases for selling spiritons
liguors on a 3300 license.
